At a rate over 30 Southeast 
Asians per 1000 residents，SFE has 
one of the highest concentrations 
statewide of SE Asian mligranits. 

The report's data counts both 
Primary and Secondary migrants， 和 人 A 
Primary migrant is Someone who 
has come directly from a location 
outside the US A secondary 
migrant first Settled elsewhere in 
the_ US and thena moved here. 

The ABAG report stated that SE 
Asians Seem to have shifted their 
Tesidential settlement pattern， 
Between July 1，1985 and October 
1，1986，their population increased 
33,800 statewide or 10 percent. 

However，the Bay Area 9SE Asian 
population increased only 6 percent， 
Or about 3,300. Significantly，the 
Bay Area's net increase was coD- 
prised totally of new arrivals 


Whereas Statewide new arrivals 
comprised only 537 percent of the 
net increase in the SE Asian popu- 


jation. 
A county by county comparison 


of Primary and secondary migration 
Shows very different SE Asian Set- 
tlement Patterns within the Bay 
Area for the 13 months betwee 
July 1，1983 and October 1，1986 
(See Table C)， 

Four Bay Area counties lost SE 
Asian and, in _ another two counties 
the SE Asian migrant population 
either Stayed the Same OFT barely 
increased， Of the three counties 
which added a _ significant number 
of SE Asian residents， Alameda 
added almost five times as many 
Such persons 3S the next highest 
county，Santa Clara. 

Examining only net Secondary 9SE 
Imigration，Alameda County added 
Over eight times as many SE Asian 
reslidents as any othe Bay Area 
county， 

Only Fresno (6,600)，Sacramento 
(4,800)，and San Joaquin (4,200) 
added more SE Asian Secondary 
migrants than Alameda.

”grant Asian women. 

However， these women face diffi- 
culties in the workplace， Chu found 
that Asian women' are generally 

Concentrated ip clerical areas and 
mmobile areas of machine oper- 
tion and fabrication. 

Among them，Korean and Vietna-

centration of low paying jobs and 
have the' least proportion of women 
in the managerial and professional 
ategories. 

There are dramatic diffterences 
nm terms of correlation of income 
with education.

A“Bejing Girl ”from the US in China

BEIJING - It seemed like any 
other Western nightclub -- loud 
IOCk-n-roll music， DJ，a bar，Pplush 
seats，colored lights，、and even a 
revolving IDirTOT ball. 

The-， waitresses were having 3 
good time too， Dressed in striped 
Tshirts and miniskirts，they danced 
t0 the music， One young woman at 
the DJS box even shook a tambour- 
ine at her Side. 

But when we talked to one of 
the waltresses，Wwe knew that we 
could only be in China. At first she 
Seemed open and friendly，answer- 
i0g OUuI questions politely when we 
spoke in English. 

Yet，when 工 asked her in Man- 
darin if She liked working here，she 
shook her head and Salid，"It 1S SO 
SO0， The hours are long and the 
WoOIk 1$ hard， When T 8g80 home at 
night，I have a hard time falling 
asleep because the Imusic here 1S SO 
loud. 

TI was Surprlised by her response， 
A inanager I bad spoken to earlier 
had explained that young People in 
Beijing considered it a Privilege tO 
WoOIk here. 

Out of hundreds of People who 
applied to work here when this 
nightclub，owned by a Hong Kong- 
based company，had opened this 
past Spring，only 3a handful had， 
been chosen.， These， few were 
selected for their English-speaking 
abijlity，g0od looks，outgoing person- 
alities and desire to woOrk. 


While 1 became more 
aware of my American 
identity during this 
trip, my Own perspec- 
tive of Caucasian 
people also changed. 


】 jater asked our waitress what 


she meant，Speaking in Mandarin,， 


she explained that her parents and 
Tejatives disapproved of her work- 
ing at the disco.， They Still associ- 
ated nightclubs with Shanghal dur- 
ing the 20Ss and 30Ss，when such 
Places were actually brothels. 

" 工 wish (my relatives) could come 
(to the disco) just once and see for 
themselves,” she Said. “Then they'd 
krniow it 1 a clean Place.”Govern- 
ment policy，however， Praohibits 
]ocal Chinese from patronizing 
discos frequented by forelgners， 

"There'Ss nothing wIong with 
Eeople dancing and having a good 
time, She continues. "People need 3 
way tt0O relax，(Dancing) is good 
physical excercise and clears the 
head. If its good for the people, it 
can only be good for the country. 


As Tstarted to walk away, he followed and 
whispered, "Would you like to sleep with me? 
You can come over to my house." TIlooked 
Straight ahead and ran to join my friends. 


After hesitating，She SayS,，"Does 
that Sound right? 工 dont know 过 
what T Say 1S Correct. 

This Sort of response was to 
characterize the rest of OUr recent 
visit to_ China -- an outward display

While I became more aware of 
my American identity during this 
trip，my Own perspective of Cauca- 
Sian people also changed. 4n the Us9， 
one develops the idea-that Asians 
iave "flat faces.”Women frequently 
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use make-up on their faces to Show 
more "contour."” However， after 
Several weeks of traveling through 
China， my perspective began to 
change. 

I_ grew accustomed to ITound， 
smooth Asian faces，and started to 
think of Caucasian faces as very 
complicated to look at，full of deep 
curves，Wwith protruding mnoses and 
angular bone Structure. 

The mistake the “Chinese Some- 
times make of associating an ethnic 
Chinese background with Chinese 
cultural values，we Iade with ouUr 
local tour guides. 

As OUuI American touUr guide 
pointed out it was a mistake to 
think that Simply because Chinese 
tour guides speak English， they 
have the _ cultural values_ associated 
with the language -- Such as Open- 
ness，frankness and humor. 


NEVER PERSONAL 


Indeed，while oUI main guide was 
very informative and helpful and 
could even joke with us in English， 
he would never Speak of anything 
personal，such as home，family or 
friends. After nearly three weeks of 
traveling together，we knew little 
about his personal jlife. 

Our American guide could only 
conjecture that this was 3a vestige

banks have established Special 
departments to aggressively Pursue 
this lucrative market， 

Citibank， the nations largest 
bank，was one of the first to do So 
when it opened its Asiani Banking 
Center iD 1983. Based lin San Fran- 
ciscoO0， with other offices in Los 
Angeles and New York，the centers 
chief purpose js to serve customers 
whose Primary account is with 3 
branch in Asia，but who travel 
frequently to the US.
